EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 14-16, 29, and 31-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 3, 
29, and 31-36 are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a 
circuit as shown in Figure 5 wherein the circuit includes a first circuit (IB-1, delay circuit), 
a second circuit (IB-2, delay circuit) and a timing difference expander (3, variable delay 
circuit) operating as disclosed in the claims in combination with the rest of the limitations 
of the base claims and any intervening claims. Claims 14-16 are allowed because the 
closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 8 wherein the

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controller includes a first internal circuit (21 ) a time difference expander (3) and a 
second internal circuit (4), wherein a delay time of the second internal circuit (4) is equal 
to a delay time of the specific part of the first internal circuit (21 ) in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims.
